TuT^ASCuJTAlfpS^ OX THE 
RAILWAY ROUTE. 



Naturally, the Eastern press have a 
good deal to say about the Glial selec- 
tion of a route for the railway 
through British Columbia, and all are 
agreed that under the circumstances 
the Government could adopt no other 
than the route seleeted. Tho Toronto 
Mail in a leading article says: — 

" We suppose wo may assume thut re- 
ports have boon tocoived from tho engin- 
eers who wore detailed for further explor- 
ations in tho "P&'co and Pino River dis- 
tricts, and th« added information has 
turned tho scale in favor of tho Burrard 
Inlet routo, which had previously and 
prematurely boon adopted. Any decision 
that tho Government would have come to 
on this question would probably have 
boon respected and accepted by the pub- 
lic generally. It was necessary that some 
dofinito conclusion should bo arrived at 
respecting tho western terminus of a lino 
on which so much money is being expend- 
ed, and on which so much of the future 
prosperity of the country doponds. Of 
courso, tho decision of tho Government 
which adopts the Burrard Inlot routo will 
be accepted with all tho nioro pleasure, 
sinco tho weight of opinion, professional 
and meroly speculative, leaned in that 
direction, and public or private aid in 
England will bo more easily secured for an 
undertaking which is defined and settled 
upon than for one which is still surround- 
ed by uncertainty as to so important a 
question as location and terminus." 

The Globe is jubilant at the endorse- 
ment of Mr. Mackenzie's railway 
policy, which, it says, the selection of 
tho Burrard Inlet routo really amounts 
to. It claims that had Mr. Mackenzie 
remained in oilicc he would have begun 
the road a year ago, and then proceeds 
to discuss, with an apparent feeling of 
apprehension, tho effect that the selec- 
tion will have on Vancouver Island. Tt 
says: — 

" But what about the foolin«s of tho 
British Columbians on reading tho recan- 
tation so unblushingly made / Tho peo- 
ple of the Mainland will rejoice, and with 
good reason, for they must by this timn 
havo becoino convinced that Victoria had 
completely outweighed New Westminster 
in Ministerial Councils. The Vancouver 
Islanders, on tho other hand — and espe- 
cially tho peoplo of Victoria, who elocted 
Sir John Macdonald simply becauso his 
friends gave a pledge that he would secure 
for them tho railway terminus — will bo 
bitterly exasperated, and with good rea- 
son." 

The Globe will be not displeased to 
learn that the people of the Island havo 
taken the matter coolly and sensibly. 
They have arrived at the conclusion 
that the policy was the best that could 
have been adopted under the circum 
stances, and that any attempt to create 
dissatisfaction would have been at once 
frowned down. Indeed, did not our 
members at Ottawa who signed Senator 
Macdonald's sensible manifesto in 
April last, which manifesto called on 
tho Government to select a route and 
begin the work of construction imme- 
diately, take tho choice of routo en- 
tirely out of their own hands and place 
it in those of the Canadian Government 
where it rightfully belonged ? We can 
assuic the Globe that there have been 
no manifestations of exasperation hero. 
That there was some little disappoint- 
ment felt at first cannot be denied : but 
if any of Sir John's constituents really 
imagined that because he sits for Vic- 
toria he was therefore bound to com- 
mence the road at Esquinmlt at the 
risk of being regarded as having broken 
faith with his constituents, they are 
very foolish persons, indeed. Tho 
Ottawa Citizen approves of the choice 
and adds: — 

" Wo are disposed to congratulate the 
Government on having been ablo to fix 
apparently their terminus, for it was not 
prudent to keep that question longer un- 
settled when aid was being expected. De- 
finiteness is always an element of value in 
foreign negotiations. But wo pity the 
Globe and its friends who sec their dearest 
hopes defeated by a Government which 
will not do anything about which a ' cry ' 
can be raised that will not be turned into 
a laugh against the Opposition in less than 
half a year." 

THE ('OF F Eli DA M. 

The water is pumped out. The fish 
that were silly enough to remain on the 
wrong side are all dead. The structure 
has withstood the pressure of some 
twenty tides ; and now stands a mute 
but effective obstacle to the fulfilment 
of the Attorney-General's prediction in 
the House that " the piles were so 
wormeaten the dam would fall to pieces 
the moment tho water was pumped 
out." That prediction has been shown 
to be false. The dam is a model of 
strength and permanence, and will 
withstand twice the pressure that has 
yet been put upon it. An American 
engineer who visited the spot a few- 
days since refers to the dam as the 
best planned and executed work of the 
kind he has seen, and is loud in praise 
of Mr. Dawson, C. E., who drew the 
plans and carried the work out through 
its most trying and difficult stages. As 
a general thing we like to record the 
successes of our public men. We like 
to say of them, "their judgment is 
sound, their predictions are always 
fulfilled." In the matter of the coffer- 
dam, however, we are forced in candor 
to state that Mr. Dawson was decided- 
ly right and Mr. WaLKESI decidedly 
wrong. 

THE ACT TO DOUBLE THE 
ROAD TOLLS. 



The Act just disallowed at Ottawa 
was not (as stated by the Government 
organ) passed by tho Elliott Govern- 
ment. It is an offspring of the Wal- 
kem Government. It was passed in 
1878 and its object was to double the 
road tolls. The Elliott Act was pass- 
ed in 1876 and was allowed. The 
reasons that havo led to the disallow- 
ance are not stated ; but we incline to 
the beliet tknt tho Government at 



Ottawa have a better appreciation of 
the difficulties under which settlers in 
this country labor than our own Gov- 
ernment. There remains one more Act 
of the Local House which wo hope 
shortly to hear is disallowed, and then 
we think that we can afford to repose 
on our laurels. 



THE BUSINESS REVIVAL. 



From" all parts of the continent 
comes cheering intelligence of a revival 
in business, an advance in the value of 
real property and an increasing do 
mnnd for laborers at remunerative 
rates. The Eastern States and Cana- 
da were first to experience the good 
effects of the revival, and now come 
California merchants and manufactur- 
ers, who report a general improvement 
in every branch of trade. British Col- 
umbia, which has felt the depression 
less than any other country, must bene- 
fit from the geneaal business revival 
and the cheapness of money in (lie 
trade-centres of the world. 



Tho Lawson-Labouchoro Holoc. 



(Special Dispatch to tho Globe. | 

London, Oct. 4. — The upshot of the 
recent quarrel between Edward Levy 
Lawson, of the Daily Telegraph and 
Henry Labouchere, of Truth, has been 
awaited with extraordinary interest. 
Little else has been discussed at the 
clubs during the day. Labouchere re- 
ported at his office this morning that to 
all enquirers he would bo out of town. 
Lawson also refused to be interviewed. 
His representative at the office, how- 
ever, declares the cause of the quarrel 
to be this: That Labouchere stated in 
his "Column of Chroniquo" in 2'rnt/i 
that the lato Lionel Lawson started tho 
Daily Telegraph with .£500 of his own, 
,£500 borrowed, and £500 from a trust 
fund, implying that the deceased had 
misappropriated nionev entrusted to 
him, whereas lie was "left .£40,000 by 
his father, and was always a rich man. 
Lawson then made up his mind that he 
would thrash Labouchere at the first 
opportunity. He did not succeed in 
finding him, however, till Monday 
evening. There were several eye- 
witnesses to the combat which then 
took place. They observed Lawson 
closely. He addressed Labouchere in 
insulting terms, and wound up with 
the phrase, "Take that," giving him a 
blow with his fist in the left eye, and 
beating him upon the head and should- 
ers with a cane which had belonged to 
Lasvson's uncle. Finally Lawson back- 
ed Labouchero into the street, and 
pushed him down in the mud. La- 
bouchere meanwhilo attempted to de- 
fend himself with an umbrella. When 
he got up his clothes were thick with 
mud, and the blood was trickling down 
his face. Ho entered the Beefsteak 
Club, in King William street, threat- 
ening to shoot Lawson. Next morn- 
ing he sent a challenge. Lawson says 
he will not fight, but is at all times 
prepared to defend himself. Ho wishes 
that Labouchero will havo him arrest- 
ed, in order that the public may under- 
stand the rights and wrongs of the 
wholo matter. Labouchero is short and 
slight. He rows much on the Thames, 
and is said to be muscular. Lawson is 
about Labouchere's weight, but consid- 
erably thicker in build. The end of 
the dispute is awaited with consider- 
able interest. 

What Mr. Labouchere thinks about 
the Daily Telegraph is recorded in 
Truth of September 18: 

AN EXTRACT FROM "TRUTH." 

The Daily Telegraph belongs to a 
family of the name of Levy. The 
patriarch of tho blood is an old man, 
one Joseph Moses Levy, good natured, 
not very refined, and with about as 
much knowledge of politics as the ven- 
dor of fried fish from a barrow in 
Petticoat-lane. His son is the editor. 
He in ay be seen every day in tho lobby 
of the House of Commons during the 
session buttonholing members, and 
when he is not thus occupied ho i* 
sneaking up official backstairs to pick 
n j> scraps of news. He has a keen eye 
to business. He worshipped the Lib- 
erals so long as they were in power, 
and has worshipped their successors 
since they have replaced them. Servile 
to Mr. Gladstone when he was Prime 
Minister, ho overwhelmed him with 
abuse when nothing was to be gained 
by licking his boots. Of course, he is 
unable himself to string together 
phrases. He therefore has hired one 
Arnold, a gushing fanatic, to indite 
articles virulently abusnig tho Liberal 
party, and stigmatizing all thoso who 
are not ready to follow the newspaper 
in its change of front as traitors to 
honor. The younger Levy has, I be- 
lieve, been good enough to patronize 
the Christian religion by adopting it, 
and with a view, I suppose, of getting 
some sort of footing on the lower rungs 
of tho social ladder, ho has changed 
his name of Levy to that of Lawson, 
although why a Lawson should rush in 
where a Levy does not dare to tread I 
fail to perceive. It is well, however, 
that the journalistic "we" should be 
unveiled when it is used to degrade 
the press, and that the public should 
distinctly understand that when half 
the nation are vilified as traitors, the 
vilifiers are three rats, one of whom is 
a worthy but unrefined old man, anoth- 
er a person whose dream is social recog- 
nition, and whose idea of conducting a 
journal seems to be to puff any Minis- 
ter who will allow him to crawl up a 
back stair, and the third a hired fana- 
tic, who has at least the merit of be- 
lieving in the snarling trash that he 
writes. 

A dispatch of tho 11th inst. states 
that Mr. Labouchere was arrested fur 
libel on complaint of Mr. Lawson. 



Canadian Mail.

Montreal, Oct, 4. — At the opening 
of Court of Queen's Bench this morn- 
ing Mr. Devlin moved that sentence 
be pronounced on Susannah Kennedy. 
The murderess was sent for, and pre- 
sently appeared in Court, paler than 
during her trial. When asked if she 
had anything to say, .she spoke in .a 
rambling sort of way; saying, "Jacob 
was not in the house at all. Flanagan 
said, 'My God, the woman's head is 
cut off.' I am sure he is not guilty, 
He was sleeping. I am sure he did not 
kill her. The man she let in killed her. 
Mrs. Troy saw him go out. I was 
asleep. We are not guilty, That's the 
truth. The breast-pin was bought by 
my husband. A man named Brown 
knows it. He lives in the city some- 
where." She was sentenced to be 
hanged. 

Toronto, Oct. 6. — The citizens of 
Toronto will learn with deep regret of 
the death of the Rev. Dr. Topp, pastor 
of Knox Church, which took plaee 
with startling suddenness yesterday af 
ternoon. He had been suffering for a 
year and a half from heart disease, but 
no one imagined his end to.be so near. 
—Globe. 

Ottawa, Oct. (5. — Belgian vessels are 
admitted to the benefits of the coasting 
trade of Canada, it appearing that 
British subjects and vessels enjoy tho 
same privileges and are treated in all 
respects on the same footing in Bel- 
gium as national subjects and vessels. 

Quebec, Oct. 7. — Judge Holt, of the 
Police Court, died this morning. Ho 
was senior member of the law firm of 
Holt, Irvine it Pemborton for many 
years, and was appointed Judge by the

Casnakoff and Mr. Hy. L. Ballot wero 
celebrated at Sitka on tho 1st inst. , Bishop 
Nestor officiating thereat. 

FORT WHANG EL AND OASSIAR. 

Stickeen River is still open, but ice is 
running and miners from Cassiar are com- 
ing out very rapidly. There are various 
reports concerning the latest discovery - 
Bowen Creek. By some it is said to be 
very rich, whilst, others place no confi- 
dence whatever in the alleged strike. The 
probability is that nothing really definite 
concerning tho creek has yet been ascer- 
tained. The steamer Cassiar has been 
placed on the old ways previously occu- 
pied by the steamer Beaver. 

Miners who left Deaso Creek on the 
0th inst. state that frost and ico had caus- 
ed suspension of operations in almost, all 
tho claims there The labors of the past 
season, which may nosv be said to be 
fairly closed, have proved unremunerativc 
to a largo majority of tho miners, many 
of whom were compelled to work at a very 
moderate rate of wages. Although the 
outlook for the coming year is anything 
but encouraging it is the intention of a 
number of men to winter in tho mines 
and await more definite news from Bowen 
Creek. 

Mr. F. S. Barnard, who was proceed- 
ing to the interior on official business in 
connection with tho estate of an insolvent, 
was compelled to return to Fort Wrangel, 
the Indians who were with him having re- 
fused to complete tiio journey.

Mr. W. E. Osterhout, who came down 
from Sitka on tho California, furnishes 
particulars of the shooting of Teddy tho 
Blacksmith by "Scotty," referred toelse- 
wher'o in this issue. Tho two men, who 
cabined together, entered a saloon in the 
town and engaged with others in a sing] 
ing match — to see which could sing loud- 
est, longest and best. The competitors 
one hy one retired from the match, which 
narrowed down to two contestants — Teddy 
and Scotty. The palm was finally award- 
ed to Teddy, much to tho other's chagrin. 
Teddy soon afterwards left for tho cabin 
and Scotty remained in town drinking 
until 10 o'clock at night, when ho arrived 
home and tried to pull the door of tho 
cabin open. Teddy resisted, and was at 
last overpowered by Scotty, dragged into 
tho road and shot three times — once 
through tho wrist, chest and thigh. Leav- 
ing his victim in tho road Scotty told 
some miners what ho had done and went 
on board the U. S. S. Jamestown, where 
he remains in close custody. Teddy re- 
ceived surgical attention and although 
desperatoly wounded is supposed to have 
a bare chance of recovering. Both men 
were recently from Portland, Oregon.

A NOVEL MODE OF DEATH. 



A Man Oommitts Sulcido in Four 
Languages. 



[London Daily Tolegraph, Sept. 22. J 
Thq St. Petersburg Zeitung publish- 
es the following account of a suicido 
recently committed in the town of 
Jhitomir under exceptionally appall- 
ing circumstances. A few days ago a 
well-dressed traveller arrived at tiie 
Hotel do France of that city, stating 
that ho was Mr. Joseph O , a colon- 
ial agent, and that ho wished to stay a 
short time in Jhitomir upon business. 
A room on the second floor of the 
hotel was assigned to him, and he spent 
two or three days in walking around 
the streots, although the weather was 
unusually wet and stormy. On the 
fourth evening ho retired to his room 
early and locked himself in. Next 
morning ho was called at his usual 
hour, but returned no answer to the 
summons. After a good deal of futile 
knocking and shouting tho hotol pro- 
prietor became alarmed at his tenant's 
protracted silence, and caused the door 
of the room to ho broken open. A 
terrible spectacle presented itself to 

the assembled household. Mr. O 's 

body was lying on the bare bed stead, 
from which the mattress and bed-cloth- 
es had been removed ; one of tho sheets 
partly covered the legs of tho corpse, 
which was otherwiso in a stato of 
nudity, its left hand pressed tightly 
upon the region of the heart, and its 
right hand convulsively clutching the 
hair. The eyes were wide open, fixed 
in a glassy death-stare, and the fea- 
tures distorted with agony. An oppres- 
sive odour, as cf scorched fat, pervaded 
the room. No wound was perceptible 
upon the body, hut the chest was trans- 
versely barred in soveral places by dull 
red stripes. As soon as the poKce, ac- 
companied by the local medical officer, 
had made its appearance on the scene 
of this horrible tragedy, tho corpse 
was turned over upon its face, when 
the cause of death became for tho first 
time apparent to the terror-stricken 
spectators. 

A deep and broad burn was exhibit- 
ed in the middle of tho back, and the 
spine was found to bo completely car- 
bonised. Upon the floor underneath 
the bed-stead were discovered tho 
wicks, embedded in it little blotch of 
cold stearino, of throo candles, which 
had been taken out of tho candle- 
sticks and fixed upon tho planking 
upon a layer of melted grease. Ovor 

the flame of these candles Mr. O 

had lain upon the skeleton framework 
of his bedstead, and suffered his spino 
to be slowly consumed until he died. 
A manuscript, placed upon a table 
close to the bed, contained not only a 
resume of tho reason which prompted 
this unfortunate man to undergo self-in- 
flicted martyrdom, hut minuto details 
of the torturing process by which ho 
had chosen to destroy his life. It was 
written in four languages — German, 
Russian, Polish, and Czechish — and 
commenced in a firm, bold handwrit- 
ting, tho last few pages, however, 
being scarcely legible, having evidently 
been penned in dire agony. The bur- 
then of his complaint was that he was 
the victim of an unrequited affection, 
and his last message was a curse di- 
rected at his beloved.

MRS. LANG-TRY AND MRS. 00RN- 
■WALLIS WEST IN COURT. 

Tne Latest London Sonsation. 

a scurrilous wretch in the toils. 

Loxnox, Oet. 11th. — Another sop 
was yesterday thrown to social gossips 
and lovers of sensation. Adolph Ro- 
senberg, editor and publisher of the 
Town Talk, a cheap " society " journal, 
was arrested yesterday afternoon by 
Detective Cluister, of the city police, 
on a charge of libel preferred by the 
famous Mrs. Langtry and Mrs. Oorn- 
wallis West. Mrs. West, in her com- 
plaint, states that defendant has ac- 
cused her of calling in photographers 
and asking commission in the sale of 
her photographs. Mrs. Langtry charges 
defondant with stating that her hus- 
band iiad filed a petition for divorce, 
coupling the names of tho Prince of 
Wales, Lord Lonsborough and Lord 
Lonsdale as co-respondents in the ac- 
tion. The defendant was arraigned at 
Guildhall Polico Court. Mrs. Cornwal- 
lis West was represented by Edward 
Lewis, Mrs. Langtry by Montague 
Williams. Mr. Beard appeared for the 
defendant. Mr. Lewis opened tho 
case and explained the nature of tho 
libels. Ho said that the article in the 
Town Talk, on which Mrs. West's 
complaint was based, appeared on the 
4th instant, and was entitled " Mrs. 
West at Home." 

Mrs. Langtry founded her charge 
upon a seires of paragraphs published 
in the samo paper August 30th, Sep- 
tember 6th, 13th, 20tln~ 27th, and Oc- 
tober 4th — all maintaining that a di- 
vorce suit had been instituted. The 
first of the paragraphs is couched in 
these terms: "A petition has been 
filed in the Divorce Court by Mr. 
Langtry. His Royal Highness, the 
Prince of Wales, and two other gen- 
tlemen are mentioned as co-respond- 
ents." That of September 27th runs as 
follows: Labby [Labouchere] says in 
Truth, that he road in a French paper 
that Mr. Langtry is petitioning for a 
divorco from his wife. Why doesn't 
Labby toll tho truth, and say ho road 
it in "the Town Talk 7 Ho further sa\ s 
that there is no truth in the statement. 
Let me tell him there if nono in his. 
If Labby will tako tho trouble to go to 
Somerset Houso he will be able, no 
doubt, to see tlie petition. If ho doesn't 
care to bother himself so much as that, 
let him ask their lordships Lonsbor- 
ough and Lonsdalo." 

All these statements with respect to 
tho two ladies Lewis characterized as tho 
" vilest and filthiest lies." Ho hopod that 
awavo of public indignation would swoop 
away such abuses of tho liborty of the 
press. " No rank, no station in lifo," ho 
Baid, " is safo from the scurrility of such 
porsona as defendant." 

Tho prosecutors then sworo that thoro 
was not tho slightest foundation for the 
allegations mado against thorn. Mr. Corn- 
wallis West also testified to the untruth 
of tho statements, so far as his wife was 
concerned. He said he had dono all in 
his power to prevent tho salo of his wife's 
photographs. 

Mr. Langtry gave evidence that the 
imputatip^Srifpon himself and wife wore 
cqually/rt'ntruo. Ho said he lived with 
her happily, and had never thought of 
filing ^petition for divorce. 

Defendant's counsel Baid that a very un- 
usual courso had beon adopted in this 
case. Defondant had not been served 
with a summons when arrested. 

Lewis ropliod that the libels wero of 
an unusually gross character. 

A remand was then granted, and the 
case was sot down for hearing Wednesday 
noxt. On Board's application for bail, 
tho magistrate fixed it at £2,000. Tho 
sum was not forthcoming, and the de- 
fendant was locked up in Guildhall cells. 

Ib tiikrk to be a New English Re] 
volutionI — There are political and 
moral considerations involved in this 
[the English land] question as well as 
tho purely commercial. It is a politi- 
cal consideration of very great moment 
that, while tho aggregate population 
and general prosperity of these islands 
have been for many years steadily on tho 
increase, the agricultural population 
has beon decreasing. All over Eng- 
land our purely agricultural villages nro 
less populous than they were a few- 
years ago. * * * * It is a moral 
consideration cf possibly more gravity 
than in the event of tho soil, property 
and power of this country over being 
monopolized by few and still fewer 
hands, even by processes quite sponta- 
neous and unexceptionable, there may 
arise a fearful reaction. Revolutions 
do not proceed by rule and logic. They 
are not oven reasonable, and tho more 
they are examined the less they can be 
justified. They may havo received 
some impulso from philosophers and 
theorists, but they are gcnorally rude 
deliverances from great facts, often the 
quiet growth of ages, that havo acquir- 
ed tyrannic forceand overweening mag- 
nitude, There certainly would arise 
danger to tho State and Constitution of 
this country if tho number of land- 
owners and tenant-farmers should bo 
very much diminished, the aggrogato 
population becoming meanwhile much 
greater, and retaining its present taste 
for rural scenes and occupations. — Lon- 
don Times, Sept. 10th.
